Documentation in socialist countries 


An International Conference of Documentation and 
Information Centres in Socialist Countries was held in 
Prague from 22-25 March 1961. The Conference was 
attended by representatives from Bulgaria, China, 
Czechoslovakia, Eastern Germany (DDR), Hungary, 
Poland and the USSR, the Rumanian representative 
being unable to attend. 

The Conference followed the agreement reached in 
Berlin in 1956 on cooperation by socialist countries in 
documentation and information activities. 

The first day was devoted to reports on the situation 
and prospects in documentation and information in the 
respective countries. 

A draft for the ,,Interpretation of important terms 
of documentation and information” was discussed the 
next day. 20 of the 30 definitions were studied and in 

Ost Cases an agreed text was produced. The respective 
countries were invited to send in further comments 

ithin three months. The final draft would then, after 
approval by the participating countries, become a re- 
commendation of the Prague conference. 

This was followed by a discussion of a paper on princi- 
ples of cooperation between socialist countries in the 
domain of scientific, technical and economic documenta- 
tion and information. Regulations were approved and 
Czechoslovakia will compile comments submitted and 
work out the final draft. The USSR representative 
accepted to be research editor for Methodology and 
Technique of Documentation and Information. 

The last day was devoted to principles of repartition 
of work between the participating countries. The USSR 
was willing to make the abstract journals published 
by VINITI a basis for cooperation in case of repartition 
of work and said they would be glad to receive comments 
on actuality, language problems and lay-out. 

The secretariat for the cooperation was entrusted to 
the Ustav pro Technické a Ekonomické Informace in 
Prague. Ti. Politickych véziu 11.

Building research and documentation 
The International Council for Building Research, 


Studies and Documentation (CIB) was founded in Paris 
in 1950 where the first General Assembly took place. 
The second General Assembly was held in Geneva in 
1953. CIB became a full member of FID in 1956, but 
already in 1952 an International Building Classification 
Committee (IBCC) had been established by CIB and 
FID. 

On the occasion of its third General Assembly in 1959 
the CIB organised an international congress devoted 
to a number of problems of fundamental importance 
to the building industry: sociological and functional 
aspects of housing design, design and calculation of 
constructions, dimensioning on the building site, re- 
search problems concerning large concrete elements in 
housing, mass housing in rapidly developing tropical 
and subtropical areas, flat roofs, transmission of 
knowledge, heat insulation and moisture effects, in- 
dustrialization of building, and operation research. 

All the reports presented on these subjects are given, 
together with an account of the subsequent discussion, 
in ,,Building research and documentation” (500 pages 
of contributions and discussions at the first CIB 
Congress, edited by the CIB, published in 1961 by the 
Elsevier Publishing Company). 

The report on the transmission of knowledge was 
presented by Mr. Giertz, Chairman of the IBCC, and 
Messrs. Van Ettinger and De Vries of the Bouwcentrum 
at Rotterdam. It gives a clear account of what has been 
done and what still should be done in building docu- 
mentation: classification, filing, abstracting, infor- 
mation network, terminology, standardization and ex- 
change of information. A bibliography on building docu- 
mentation is added. 


40 years NIDER 


The Nederlands Instituut voor Documentatie en 
Registratuur (NIDER), National Member of FID in 
The Netherlands, celebrated its 40 year jubilee on Oc- 
tober 31, 1961, in a meeting in the Kurhaus at Sche- 
veningen. 

The meeting was opened by the Director General for 
Industrialisation and Energy Supply in the name of the 
Minister for Economic Affairs. Mr. Bolomey, President 
of NIDER, then addressed the meeting which was 
followed by lectures, by Dr. Humblet on the long-term 
programme of FID, Prof. Pietsch on future develop- | 
ments in documentation and Mr. Clason on documen- 
tation for small and medium-sized industries. 

The jubilee meeting, attended by several hundreds 
of participants, terminated with a reception by NIDER. 


Information retrieval 


Dr. K. Schneider of the Institut fiir Dokumentations- 
wesen in Frankfurt/Main, represented FID/MSR at the 
Symposium on Information Retrieval, organised by 
IBM, which took place at the IBM World Trade Euro- 
pean Education Centre in Blaricum, Holland, from 28th 
November to 1st December 1961. Dr. Schneider gave a 
lecture on information needs and uses.

Association of Documentalists in Germany 

The ,,Verein Deutscher Dokumentare e.V” was 
founded in July 1961 with its seat at Bonn. The Associ- 
ation represents the interests of its members and 
protects the professional denominations of ,,Dokumen- 
tationsgehilfe”, ,,Dokumentationsassistent”, ,,Diplom- 
Dokumentar” and ,,Fach-Dokumentar”. Those people 
who completed the course for documentation of the 
Deutsche Gesellschaft fiir Dokumentation (DGD) or 
those who have acquired this knowledge through their 
activities can be members of the Association. 

The first meeting of the Association took place at 
Bad Diirkheim on 10th October 1961 on the occasion 
of the Annual meeting of the DGD. News bulletins of 
the Association will appear in the ,,Nachrichten fir 
Dokumentation”’. 


RESEARCH 


Inventory of scientific abstracting services 

The FID is preparing, with financial collaboration 
of the National Science Foundation in Washington D.C., 
a comprehensive world inventory of abstracting services 
covering the fields of science, technology and social 
sciences. 

The study will probably take two years. The data are 
gathered by means of a questionnaire to be distributed 
at the beginning of February 1962. Besides general 
questions about nature and scope of each abstracting 
service the questionnaire is intended for the obtaining 
of detailed information, for example, on number of 
periodicals consulted during a year, the existence of a 
reproduction service, and whether translations can be 
made. 

Upon completion of this project, FID plans to es- 
tablish an international information centre, the first 
object being to give supplementary information on data 
revealed by the questionnaire. 

FID would welcome the cooperation and help of 
everyone concerned, for it will be an extremely useful 
and indispensable guide as a key to the literature 
published throughout the world covering pure and 
applied sciences, technology, medicine, agriculture and 
social sciences. 


NSF grants 

With the aid of a $ 197,000 grant from the National 
Science Foundation in Washington D.C., a 20% ex- 
pansion for 1961 is planned by Biological Abstracts 
with 100,000 abstracts planned for 1962 in order to keep 
pace with the growth of volume of published research 
papers in the biological sciences. 

The capabilities and inadequacies of existing notation 
and coding systems for chemical structures will be 
studied by the National Academy of Sciences - National 
Research Council together with the problems en- 
countered in the use of the various systems.

Training courses in the USSR 


To increase the qualifications of heads of libraries of 
higher educational institutions in Moscow courses of 5 
months were organized by the methodological section 
of the scientific library of the Moscow State University 
earlier this year. 

A seminar on ,,Bibliography serving scientific work” 
has been held in the Republican scientific and technical 
library of the Azerbaidzhan SSR. Over 50 scientific wor- 
kers participated. 

The Moscow State Library Training Institute announ- 
ced that applications for an ,,aspirantura” are accepted 
with or without interruption of work. Students will pre. 
pare for the following special subjects: library science, 
bibliography, children’s literature and library work 
with children, and cultural education work. 

,Obstaja bibliografija” (General bibliography), a 
course programme for students at library institutes, was 
published by the Ministry of Culture of the RSFSR, 
Department of training institutes and staff, Moscow 
1961, 38 pp.

The second volume of the German ,,Handbuch der 
Reprographie” (FID publ. 321) has just appeared. It 
covers ,,Die Mikrofilmtechnik” and in this way com- 
plements volume I ,,Die Lichtpaustechnik” (1959). 

The handbook deals with all materials, apparatus and 
machines for the microfilm technique, copying and 
enlarging of microcopies, diazocopying and electro- 
copying methods, storing and selection. In addition 
applications in drawing, archives, industry and com- 
merce, libraries and documentation centres are de- 
scribed.

The list should enable any librarian or documentalist 
to ascertain whether he receives the right journals.

USSR cataloguing rules 

Edinye pravila opisanija proizvedenij pecati dlja biblio- 
tetnyh katalogov (Standard rules of description of 
printed works for library catalogues) have been esta- 
plished by the Department of cultural education esta- 
blishments of the Ministry of Culture of the RSFSR. 
They are obligatory for the state libraries network of 
the Russian Federation and recommended by the Minis- 
try of Culture of the RSFSR for special libraries. The 
task of the ,,SStandard rules” is to equip all major 
universal and specialised libraries with a unified me- 
thodology of book description. 

Two volumes have appeared so far. Part 1, issue 1 
(2nd ed., Moscow, 1960, 670 pp.) dealing with ,,Book 
description” contains the following sections: General 
rules of book description; Description of works of indivi- 
dual authors; Description of official and departmental 
publications (collective author); Description of con- 
stitutions, laws and decrees, military orders and regula- 
tions, international agreements; Description of multi- 
volume publications and series; Description of different 
types of books. The book includes a number of appendices 
(list of abbreviations of names of publishers, subject 
index, etc.). 

Part. 1, issue 2 ,,Organisation of alphabetical book 
catalogues” (2nd ed. Moscow, 1961, 164 pp.) is intended 
for general and special libraries. The handbook contains 
the following sections: Individual authors; Collective 
authors; Description by heading; Supplementary des- 
criptions and supplementary catalogue cards; Compila- 
tion of catalogues.
